Base? They arc so long that even 
the most chronic optimist must 
rtdmit we've only an 
outside 


chance. 


Actually Hope isn't bidding di- 


rectly for the Little Rock project; 
the government has ii present-day, 
cost of between 4 and 5 million 
dollars tied up in the former mili- 
tary airport here and we'd like 
to see this reactivated before spcnd- 
jn.g the taxpayers' money duplicat- 
ing such facilities elsewhere. If as 
the result of an investigation of the 
local field the government should 
find the savings warranted putting 
Hope into competition for the pro- 
posed Little Rock jet bomber base 
that would bo, as the motion pic- 
ture companies say, purely acci- 
dental and coincidental. 


The first obstacle Hope would 


have to overcome in upsetting Lit- 


; Rock's prior claim Is the fact 
at Little Rock and four other 


cities arc specifically named as 
the sites in an act of congress. 
Therefore it would probably re- 
quire a new act of congress to put 
Hope's name on the program. And 
of course the minute stage arrange- 
ments are made for a new bill 
all the other 47 states would try 
to get into the act. It might then 
be a desperate battle to save the
